F. Oraſmuch. as the aſſaulting of Miniſters ; and the in-: 
vading of their houſes be atrocious crimes , Often 
prohibit and diſcharged by Law under high and ſe 
yere pains; And yet, ſuch hath been the wickedneſs 
of ſome looſe Men, Rebels and Vagabonds, that of 
| late they have, in ſeveral places. in the night time, in-

and wounded their perſons, and purſ ued them for their lives. And the: 
Kings Majeſty having a juſt indignation of ſuch horrid and unchriſtian 
villanies, bath thought fitto brand the ſame with a fignal mark of His 
diſpleaſure : And therefore, His Majefty,with advice and conſent of His 
Eſtates in Parliament, doth hereby Statute, Ena& and Declare , -T hat 
whatſocyer perſon or perſons ſhall be found guilty of the aſſay)ting the 
lives of Miniſters, or robbing their houſes, or aQually attempting the 
ſame, ſhal be puniſhed with the Jon of death and rhe confiſcation of their 
Goods. And for the better diſcovery of theſe crimes, His Majeſty doth, 
with advice and conſent foreſaid. herc by offer and enſure the ſum of five 
hundred merks to any perſon who ſhal diſcover and ſeiſc any of the ſaids 
Afſulters, Rubbers ora:tempters: Andin caſe they ſhall. be diſcovered 
by one perſon , and apprehenced by another, the diſcoverer is to have 
two bundred Merks, and the apprehender three hundred Mcrks ,:ro'be 
payed out of His. Majeſties Tbefaury by rhe Commiſsioners thereof. 
who are hereby authorized tO pay the ſame. And ifthere ſhall bappen 


any f1:ughter to be commirtcd in the apprehending of ſuch perſons, His.

prohibit and diſcharged by ſeveral Laws and AQsof 
#22 Parliament,under bigh and great pains; And that not-. 
© withſtanding thereof, divers diſaffeRcd and ſeditious 
"1, ,__ perſons,  undertheſpecious, but falſe pretences#R&- 
ligion and religious Exerciſes, preſume to make, and be preſent ath,on 
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yenticles and unwarrantable Mectings and Conventions ofthe Subjects, 
which are the ordinary Seminaries of Separation and Rebellion, tending 
to the prejudice of the publick Worſhip of Gop in the Churches, to 
the ſcandal of the reformed Religion, to the reproach of His Majeſties 
Authority and Government, and to the alienating of the hearts and af- 
feions of the Subjeds from that duty and obedience they owe to His 
Majeſty,and the publick' Laws of the Kingdom. For the ſuppreſsing 
and preventipgiofwhich'for the time tro come, his MHajeſty,with advice 
and conſent of His Eſtates of Parliament , hath thought fir to Statute 
and EnaQ,Likeas they do hereby Statute and Command, That no our- 
ed Miniſters, who are not licenced by the Council.,and no other perſons 
notauthorized or tolerat by the Biſhop of the Diocie, preſume to 
preach,expound Scripture, or pray inany Mecting, except intheir own 
Houſes.,andto theſe of their own Family;and that none be preſentat any 
Meeting, withour the Family to which they belong , where any nor li- 
cenced, authorized nor tolerate as ſaid is, ſhall preach, expound Scrip- 
ture or pray : Declaring hereby,all fuch who ſhal) doin the contrair, ro 


be guilty of keeping of Conventicles ; and that he or they who ſhall 


fo' preach , expound or pay, within any houſe, ſhall be leiſed upon . 


and impriſoned , till they find caution, under the pain of five 


thouſand Merks, not to dothe likethereafter, orelſe enat themſclyes 
to remove out of the Kingdom, and never return without His Maje- 
ſties Licence, And that every perſon who ſhall be found to have been 


preſent at any ſuch Meetings, ſhall be, t9t2es quoties, fined according to 


their qualities, in the reſpeRive ſums following,and impriſoned untill 


they pay their fines, and farther during the Councils pleaſure,viF. Each 


Man or V Voman, having Land in Heretage, Life-rent or proper wod- 
ſerzta be fined ina fourth part of his or her valued yearly Rent ; each 
Tennent laboiiting-Land, in twenty five pounds Scorsy each Cottar in 
twelve pounds Scots, and each Terving Manin a fourth part of his year! 

Fee. And where Merchants or Tradeſ-men do not belong to,or refide 
within Burghs Royal, That each Merchant or chief Tradeſ-men be fins 
ed asa Tennant, and cach inferior Tradef. man as a Cottar : Andif 
any of the perſons above mentioned ſhall have their VV ives, or any of 
their Children liviog in family with them, preſent atany ſuch Meeting, 
they are therefore to be fined in the halt of the reſpeRive fines aforeſaid, 
conſideration being had to their ſeveral qualities and conditions.
